Local law enforcement 
agencies executed a search 
warrant Thursday, March 
3, that led to the arrest of 
an Enterprise man on drug 
trafficking charges related 
to possession of marijuana. 

Coffee County Chief 
Deputy R.W. Whitworth 
said deputies from the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Office, along with officers 
from the Enterprise Police 
and Elba Police depart- 
ments executed the search 
warrant at approximately 10 
a.m. last Thursday morning 
at a residence in the 300 
Block of Grubbs Street in 
Enterprise. 

“Officers recovered 
enough marijuana to result 
in a trafficking charge,” 
Chief Whitworth said. “The 
search also revealed 27 fire- 
arms.” 

Wade Lee Marsh, age 45, 
of Enterprise, was arrested 
by Coffee County depu- 
ties and charged with drug 
trafficking (marijuana), and 
possession of drug para- 
phernalia. He was placed 
in the Coffee County Jail 
where bonds were set at 
$50,000 on the trafficking 
charge and $5,000 on the 
possession of drug para- 
phernalia charge. 

Jail records indicate a 
bond revocation charge 
also was issued on Marsh. 
As of press time this week, 
he remained in the Coffee 
County Jail.

Because of their unique needs, widowers, particularly those who lack 
close friends and family with whom they can talk about their loss and 
grief, are urged to attend support group meetings or find a counselor 
with whom they can share their feelings.

PASTOR’S CORNER

“And ye » shall hear “of wars Sand rumours of wars: see 
that ye be not troubled: for all these things must come to 
pass, but the end is not yet. For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall 
be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers 
places.” (Matthew 24:6-7) 

“Let your moderation be known unto all men. The Lord 
is at hand.” (Philippians 4:5) 

I have read differing accounts of the story, but it is told 
that in the days before Connecticut became a state, an 
incident occurred there that has become known as “the 
dark day.” Suddenly thick darkness —probably the result 
of an abnormal atmospheric condition—blotted out the 
sunlight. The colonial legislature was in session at the 
time, and some of its members concluded that the day of 
judgment had come. The cry went forth, “It is the day of 
judgment! Let us go home and get ready!” However, an 
old church deacon who was in the legislature stood up and 
said, “Brethren, it may be the day of judgment—I do not 
know. But if so, I want Him to find me at my post, doing 
my duty up to the very last moment. Mr. Speaker, I move 
that candle’s be brought in and that we get on with the 
business of the colony.” 

Whether this, or some version of this, account be true 
or not, the principle is worth noting: Our faith and faith- 
fulness should moderate our actions and reactions, not 
circumstances of life. 

It is human to be concerned, even greatly so, when life 
brings unexpected or unsettling conditions, but as believ- 
ers, we are privileged to carry our concerns to Christ 
(1Peter 5:7). Perhaps Joseph Scriven said it best in his 
famous hymn, “Oh what peace we often forfeit; oh what 
needless pain we bear; all because we do not carry every- 
thing to God in prayer!” 

Once settled into a faith-filled frame of mind, how 
should we then view the turmoil and trials of life? Let 
them be reminders. In the case of Matthew 24, world-wide 
disturbances should remind us that man, apart from God, 
is bent towards self-destruction. Wars are inevitable. But 
these events should also remind us that this world, as we 
know it, has a determined end. 

“And I saw a new heaven and a new earth: for the 
Jirst heaven and the first earth were passed away; and 
there was no more sea. And I John saw the holy city, new 
Jerusalem, coming down from God out of heaven, pre- 
pared as a bride adorned for her husband. And I heard a 
great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle 
of God is with men, and he will dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people, and God himself shall be with them, 
and be their God. And God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no more death, neither sor- 
row, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are passed away. And he that sat upon 
the throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And he said 
unto me, Write: for these words are true and faithful.” 
(Revelation 21:1-5)

So, 
you do think he cares about the fans that are worried about 
how they will fill up their cars with gas nearing $4 gallon 
or ground beef at $6 a pound? To me it just looks like the 
rich wanting to get richer, and we have to pay the bills! 
*** Troy University has released its 2022 football 
schedule and it looks like a very interesting season ahead 
for the Trojans fans. Home games will include match-ups 
against Alabama A & M, Marshall, Southern Miss, Texas 
State, Army and ULM.

Governor Kay Ivey on

The 
application period for 
the Alabama Volunteer 
Fire Department COVID 
Recovery Grant program 
will be open from noon, 
March 7 through noon, 
March 25, 2022. 
Alabama received 
$2.1 million in ARPA 
funds, and the Alabama 
Legislature — appropri- 
ated $136,796,346 from 
Alabama’s State Fiscal 


Recovery Revenue 
Replacement Fund for 
this program.
